This sounds almost 
clear, but the learned writer 
mixes it up again by explain- 
ing that the full moon referred 
to is not the real full moon, Hut 
an imaginary moon, which is 
not the same by two or three 
days. To figure the riddle out 
properly you must be an auth- 
ority on astronomy, mathemat- 
ics and — ecclesiastical history. 
But you may find it an inter- 
esting way to fill in the long 
evenings between now and East- 
er.
